Between 7 and 8 o’cleck last 
Thursday night Wim. Burton was 
accidently killed and one of a team 
of mules he was driving also killed 
by the wagon skidding aad turning 
over between two bridges eight miles 
south of town.

|lines laid down by any  bespec- 
|tacled German writer of thick 
books of theory uch as Karl Marx, 
living in London, devoted his days 
and nights to producing. Human 
life does not follow the plans and 
specifications devised by any 
theorist, bespectabled or other- 
wise, German or otherwise, Soci- 
alist or Communist, or otherwise. 
Human life develops in accord- 
}ance with the laws of human na- 
ture. No state system can do the 
things that can be done only by 
the operation of the spiritual 
forces of human individuals. There 
is profound significance in the fact

The core of 
the teaching of Jesus is that each

On a map of Canada may be 
seen a great triangular block of 
land between Hudson's Bay on 
the west and the Atlantic Ocean 
on the east. If the map is a re- 
cent one, this huge country will 
be included in the province of 
Quebec, of which it now forms < 
part. The true name is Ungava 
or New Quebec, as some people 
prefer to call it. Others call it 
Labrador or the Peninsula of Lab- 
rador; but it is not Labrador, for 
Labrador is the narrow strip of 
land along the Atlantic side of 
the Peninsula and belongs, not to 
Canada, but to Newfoundland. 
You will find a description of the 
true Labrador in the article on 
Newfoundland. There is, how- 
ever, little or nothing known 
about this vast peninsula, but the 
call of the unknown has always 
‘had a great attractign,for a cer- 
tain type of man and many have 
not hesitated to risk life and 
health to learn its secrets, A Mr.

The southern part of this 
country, however, has a milder 
climate in winter than the interior 
of Ungava, as it is blessed with 
the warmer winds from the great 
Pacific. The west coasts of all 
the continents are warmer than 
the eastern and in this respect the 
Yukon is no exception. 


The North West Territories 


The Northwest Territories in- 
clude all that part of the Cana- 
dian mainland which is not con- 
tained in the nine provinces or in 
the Yukon. They are bounded 
on the east by Hudson Bay, on 
the soutr by the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Al- 
berta, British Columbia; on the 
west by the Yukon Territory and 
on the north by the Arctic Ocean. 
The southwestern portion of this 
area, particularly the valley of the 
Mackenzie river, is by all odds 
the most valuable. 

Here trees are found in 
valleys of the rivers almost as far 
north as the Arctic Ocean and 
the hardier grains and vegetables 
can be grown nearly as far north 
as the trees extend. But we can 
never expect other than a sparse 
population, except in the extreme 
south and near the rivers and 
lakes. The Mackenzie river it- 
self is a very large stream, in 


Ungava is a tableland about 
2,000 feet high and it slopes to- 
wards the Hudson Bay and the 
Arctic Ocean. The Atlantic coast 
is much higher and_ the rivers 
which flow into the Atlantic have 
worn deep ravines through the 
rocks and earth, These ravines 
are sometimes hundreds of feet 
deep and are very beautiful. The 
whole interior of the country is 
covered with a network of rivers 
and lakes. 

This fact makes it possible to 
use canoes but as many of the 
rivers are shallow and rapid, the 
canoes and food have to be car- 
ried for long distances, The great 
number of the rivers makes it 
easy to get lust, for our maps are 
poor and a person is quite likely 
to go astray in a country where 
the rivers and lakes are so plenti- 1

The People of Ungava 


In the whole of Ungava there 
are probably no more than 3,000 
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Toronto, 


Northwest Territories is well 
named the Barren Lands. They 
are nearly bare of trees and_ in 
winter the only wild animals 
found are the musk-ox and wol- 
verine, while the only sample of 
life is the ptarmigan which is said 
only to be found where it is cold 
enough to freeze mercury. 


The Esquimaux and Indians 


At the extreme north of this 
land, along the Arctic coast the 
Esquimaux manage to support 
themselves the year round. In 
e winter these strange people 
live in houses built of blocks of 
ice or snow, unlighted and _ un- 
warmed save by a seal oil lamp 
or stove, for it serves the purpose 
of a lamp and stove Though ex- 
plorers have been glad to accept 
their hospitality, their method of 
existence seems unbearable to 
white people,’ especially during 
the depths of winter, when for 
weeks at a time the sun never 
shows his face about the horizon 
and the nights are only a little 
darker than the days. 


At midsummer the sun never 
sets in this land, so there is con- 
stant daylight for some weeks. 
This is only true, of course, with- 
in the Arctic circle where the 
Esquimaux live. 


Lack of Fuel 


The chief reason why the Bar- 
ren Lands are a terror to the win- 
ter explorer is because there is no 
wood ‘there for fuel and so it 
must be carried from the border 
on, dog sleds, Now wood is very 
ulky and only a small quantity 
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can be taken at a time, therefore 
the winter journey into the Bar 
rens must be a very short one. 
Many an Indian, after burning his 
tent poles and every scrap ef 
wood, has, in the end died mis- 
erably in this dreary country. A 
few white men have made short 
dashes into the Barrens in winter 
but their adventures have © not 
been pleasant. 

The lines of rivers and lakes 
which maps of the rrens 
show, are the roade followed by 
these brave men.) There is. a 
chance that minerals may yet be 
found in these uninviting lands, 
but the chance is rather a\ poor 
one as so far nothing very prom 
ising has been seen. 


Islands of the Arctic 


Not so very long ago expedi- 
tions have been sent by water 
around the Atlantic coast to the 
islands in the Arctic Ocean be- 
yond the Canadian mainland. Se 
far a few Esquimaux have been 
| found there, but it is not likely 
that white men will ever be con- 
tent to make their homes on these

A FAITHFUL CHINAMAN 


On a small island off Australia, 
inside the Great * Barrier Reef, 


North Queensland, an Englishman 
was one day obliged to visit a die- 
tant town, for supplies, leaving 
his wife and their baby in the care 
of their Chinese servant. 

While he was away the servant 
came in great alarm sayingg that 
the natives who were fierce and 
cruel had come from the main- 
land and were marching down the 
jisland towards their house. What 
|could be done? There was no 
‘hiding place on the little island 
jand the master had gone away im 
the only boat. The Chinaman 
hastily launched a huge copper 
| vessel used for cooking, helped 
the woman and child into it and 
taking a jug of water, paddled 
away to an uninhabited islet, 
three or four miles distant, From 
there they saw the natives destroy 
the house. 

As long as she lived the woman 
kept a diary of events, writing 
how the Chinaman made them as 
comfortable as possible and final- 
ly, after many days of denial he 
went off by himself, where later 
he was found starved to death, 
wrapped in his old ragged quilt.

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A Long Lived Indian 


It is no mean privilege to have 
talked, in the second decade of 
the twentieth century, with an In- 
dian who was born in the last de- 
cade of the eighteenth century, a 
Canadian Indian who has lived 
under the reign of six British sov- 
ereigns, George Ill., George IV., 
WILLIAM IV., Victoria, Edward 
VIL, and George V For 87 
years this Indian, who died only 
two years ago, was subject to the 
rule of the Hudson's Bay Com- 

any, whose sovereignty termin- 
ara with the transfer in 1870 of 
Rupert's Land from the com- 
pany to the Dominion of Canada. 

Such an Indian was my old 
friend ‘‘Sack-it-U-ay,” or ‘‘Com- 
ing-Over-The-Hill.” There is 
ample proof that at the time of 
his death, two years ago, he was 
considerably over 120 years of 
age. 

In connection with life among 
the Cree Indians, there is perhaps 
nothing more. interesting than 
their stories of the events in by- 
gone days. 

These tales usually related 
either to battles, fought in war 
withe Blackfeet, or to horse-steal- 
ing in times of peace. The num- 
ber of scalps brought home by the 
victors was invariably mentioned, 
as well as the number of young 
women captured and_ brought 
along as wives for young braves. 

One gratifying feature of this 
wife-stealing practice was that 
young women were never scalped 
this toll being exacted from the 
men and aged women only. 


By the Fireside 


It was often my privilege, dur- 
ing long winter evenings of the 
late eighties, and early nineties, to 
drop into the old Headman’s 
home, and, while the dry logs 
crackled in the fireplace, and the 
hot blaze roared on its way up the 
mud chimney, we would listen to 
his well told tales. But let Sack- 
it-U-ay speak for himself. : 


Peace With The Blackfeet 


“When I wee iM! veer of age 
my parents with others of our peo- 
ae camped at Me-Nat-o- 
Eok (Cypress Hills). It was the 
third month of the New Year. For 
many moons our enemies, the 
Blackfeet, had not troubled us, 
and our young men were im- 
atient for something exciting to 
Poor ep, Our blood was hot, we 
panted for the warpath, but the 
wise men and councillors would 
not consent. So there was only 
one thing for us todo. If we 
could not go to war and capture 
oung wives, we could _ steal 
orses. 


Off With The Lariats 


“Five others with myself, the 
eldest only 22 years of age, made 
up a party to go south on foot. 
We took with usa_lariate each, 
made from untanned buffalo hide, 
and our bows and arrows. 

“On these we must depend for 
food to keep us alive. We travel- 
led always by night, hiding 
through the day, taking turns in 
sleeping and watching, as a guard 
against attack from an enemy or 
* from wild animals. 


Crossing Milk River 


At the end of five days we 
reached Milk River, more than 
100 miles from our home camp. 
The ice in Milk River w\as just 
breaking up. We crossed on the 
ice floats, many times falling off 
into the Water, owing to the dark- 


When we reached the other side 
our bodies were cut and bleeding 
from being crushed among the 
floating ice. 


The Blackfoot Camp 


“Three moons came and went 
befyre we found a_ Blackfoot 
cab which we located in a long 
deep valley. By this time we had 
come in sight of the Lofty Hills— 
the Asinee Watchee—(Rocky 
Mountains). All day we slept 
and watched, on top of a high hill. 
Some time after dark dancing be- 
gan in the Blackfoot camp. |! de- 
termined to go down and join 
them, I could do this easily be- 
,cause some time before when | 


was a mere child I had been in i 


captivity among the Blackfeet for 
two years and had learned their 
language. 


At The Blackfeet Dance 


“I danced with the others, 
smoked with their old men, «na 
and was only storry because, be- 
ing for the time, at peace with 
these people, we could not carry 
off their young women as wives. 


“When the dance had become 
loud and noisy | stole back to my 
friends and told them where the 


horses might be found, Each 
chose a suitable rider from the 
herd of many hundreds, I could 


not be satisfied with any of these, 
because, on my way out, through 
the large camp of more than a 
thousand leather tents I had pass- 
ed the chief's lodge. 


The Chief’s Stallion 


There | had seen tethered near 
his door his favorite black stal- 
lion. He was tall, his mane as 
long as my arm, -his tail touched 
the ground, his coat soft and 
glossy as feathers, and the veins 
stood out like fish worms, all over 
his body. I must have this steed, 
but how? For a long distance | 
crawled on my belly like a snake. 
Suddenly the stallion seeing me 
moving flat along the ground, 
snorted, a dog barked, but the 
noise of the dancing was in my 
favor. Stretching out my arm | 
cut the tether string, and then, 
walking on all fours, I led the 
stallion for nearly a mile from the 
camp before I mounted. 


In Pursuit 


The Blackfoot dance must have 
been kept up all night, because we 
saw no one in pursuit until the 
third morning. In the meantime 
we had counted our horses and 
found 305 animals. Could we 
get these in safety to our far-away 
home in the north? 

“At the end of the seventh day 
we knew that the Blackfeet were 
gradually drawing nearer. They 
had ouly to ride straight at us, 
while we must ride first right, then 
left, keeping our horses bunched 
together. 

“Next day it was decided we 
must part with many of our ani- 
mals if we were not to be over- 
taken. 

“So we cut out all but 50 of the 
best, letting the others wander. 
By this move we gained nearly 
half a day on our pursuers who 
halted to collect the wandering 
horses, and start them towards 
their for-off camp. 

“On the morning of the ninth 
day, while racing fast, | was 
thrown from my horse and stun- 
led. Before my comrades missed 
me the Blackfeet, who had ridden 
all night, were only two miles 
away. There was no chance for 
my friends to return to my res- 
cue. I had no horse. For a few 


moments the Blackfoot. disappear- 
ed behind a hill in the rear. 


A Way of Escape 


Just then I saw an old buffalo 
skeleton still partly covered by 
the skin. Into this I crawled out 
of sight. Soon the Blackfeet 
passed me unnoticed. For three 
days | remained in the skeleton 
without food or drink. At the 
close of the third day of my con- 
finement the Blackfeet rode back 
and | learned from their talk that 
my friends had reached home, but 
with only twenty horses. : 


“On coming out of the skele- 
ton I could only walk with the 
help of a stick, owing to my long 


fast. 
Roast Rabbit 


I slept in a clump of small trees 
and awaking at sunrise saw a rab- 
bit coming toward me. As_ he 
looked into my face | tapped him 
gently on the head with my stick 
and kindling a fire with flint and 
punk, soon had a roast rabbit for 
breakfast. 

“IT had no difficulty in following 
the trail of my comrades, but | 
wished hard for a horse. 


A Sleeping Sioux 


“When the sun was highest in 
the sky, | passed into a_ ravine. 
Think of my surprise on seeing a 
Sioux hunter sitting under a tree 
asleep with his head on his knees. 
Nearby a fine horse was feeding 
on the green grass, held by a 
strip of rawhide tied around his 
neck, the other end wound firmly 
around the hand of the sleeping 
Indian. 

“Quickly and quietly I cut the 
string and mounted, leaving the 
hunter sleeping on. 


A Find of Horses 


As darkness fell around me 1 
approached another ravine where 


| 


“As night came on again I was 
within sight of my home camp. 
As I drew near | heard my friends 
chanting the death wail, having 
been told that | was killed by the 
Blackfeet. 1 slept out all night 
and before the sun crept into sight 
rode into camp with my thirty 
horses. 

“All were glad to see me, and 
I have not forgotten the young 
women who crowded around me, 
each one trying to be the first to 
kiss me.” 


A New Educational 
System is | Necossary 


Discussion of Radical Changes in 
Rural System and General 
Administration 


“The annual convention of the 
Saskatchewan School Trustees 
Association will be held in the 
Third Avenue Methodist Church, 
Saskatoon, on February 23rd, 
24th and 25th next. 

Matters which vitally affect 
every School District in the Prov- 
ince will be under consideration 
at this convention and it is ex- 


tremely important that every 
School District be represented 
and prepared to express their 


views on these important ques- 
tions. 

(1) Municipal School Admin- 
istration. William Iverach, the 
chairman of the Frst School 
Board in Manitoba will be present 
to explain the system and how it 
works out in Manitoba. 

The Report of the Assessment 
and Taxation Commission of 
Manitoba makes the following re- 
port on our present system of 
rural schools: 

“The present system is a relic 
of pioneer days and was inevitable 
in the unorganized territory when 
and where education had to be 
taken care of by the readiest 
means at hand, but it should 
never have been carried into the 
present organized municipal units. 
The abolition of the boundaries 
of the small independent rural 
school districts, and the creation 
of Municipal School Boards, are 
first essentials in removing the 
barriers which prevent education 
from spreading properly in those 
areas. Such steps will open the 
way for the establishment of effi- 
cient educational methods, sup- 
plying to our rural ciildren 
through the mediuin of larger and 
better schools, all the advantages 
enjoyed by those in urban centres. 
From the standpoint of finance, 
having no regard to prospective 
increases oin the requirements 
of schools, a great deal more, in 
our opinion could be accomplish- 
ed by present expenditures, if the 
taxation units were enlarged and 
other reforms made along the 
line suggested.” 

(2) Consolidated Schools. A 
debate will be staged: ‘Resolved 
that Consolidated Schools are the 
bset type of Schools for Rural 
Districts."' Leader of the affirma- 
tive, A. J. Lewis, B.A., negative 
Joseph Needham, B.A. Following 
the debate a general discussion 
will take place. Mr. A, W. 
Cocks, of the Department of Edu- 
cation will be present and conduct 
a question drawer, 

(3) A Uniform System of 
Bookkeeping for Saskatchewan 
Schools. F, J. Wilson, chartered 
accountant, of Regina, will speak

THE STORY OF INDIA 


In view of the unrest in India, of which we have been read- 
ing lately, we think a little information regarding this 
vast country, of which so many people know very little, 
would not be out of place in our pages. 


The people of India are very unlike ourselves as regards 
their language, their clothing and their religions, but at heart 
we venture to say India is no different to the rest of humanity, 
and the people of India hope and suffer and live and die just 
as do the white people of the earth. 


In the first place, India lies on the south side of the conti- 
nent of Asia, and in it there are nearly three hundred millions 
of people. These millions are ruled by a few thousands of Eng- 
lish people, because India belongs to the British Empire. 


India is not only a very big country in itself, but its moun- 
tains and rivers and plains are on a very large scale. ‘The 
highest mountain in the world, Mount Everest,: is on the Indian 
frentier. There are enormous rivers, the Indus and the Ganges, 
an4 also the biggest kind of wild animals live there—elephants, 
lions, leopards and tigers, and fierce wild cattle with mighty 
horns, and crocodiles in the rivers, which drag down men and 
cattle if they catch them; snakes large and small, including the 
most terrible of all, the cobra, for whose bite there is no cure. 
The heat in India scorches with a heat that can hardly be im- 
agined nd rain falls in rushing torrents, such as we seldom see 
in this country, even in the worst thunder storms. 


It is impossible to get to India at all except by sea, as you 
may discover by examining any good map; or by making a way 
through the mountains. The mountains are so high and so 
difficult to get through that there are really only two passes by 
which armies have been able to get into India, and both these 
are on the northwest side. If they are well guarded an enemy 
cannot force his way through, and an invader cannot get into 
India unless he comes across the sea. There, you see is a very 
good reasons why the people who inhabit India grew up apart 
from other nations so as to be so unlike them in customs and 
manner, The sea and the mountains have been a barrier be- 
tween the Empire of India and the rest of the world. 


India is a very hot country. Sometimes, ‘in winter, up 
among the high barrier mountains—which can hardly be said 
to be in India really—it is quite cold, but all other places, even 
the coolest are much warmer than in England; and in all the 
great plains where the rivers flow, and still more so in those 
plains where there are no rivers, it is always hot.. The heat is 
so trying that many Europeans get ill if they stay long so that 
English people have taken to going to ‘‘the hills’ in the hot 
weather, or at least to sending their wives and children to the 
hills, if they themselves have to stay behind; it is hardly safe 
to go out of doors except early in the morning and late in the 
evening. Indeed there are very few places in India where it 
is possible for English children to grow up strong and healthy, 
so that when Englishmen in India marry they know that it is just 
a question of time before they will have to send their children 
home to be brought up in England, and that their wives will 
often have to choose between being parted from their children, 
and being parted from their husbands, 


There are many great cities in India, of which the largest 
is Calcutta. In olden times and indeed, until a short time ago, 
the British people who were at the head of the government in 
India used to live at Calcutta the year around; but now they 
live at Delhi during the winter and at Simla during the hot 
*season. 


How the Cities Grew Up 


In India most of the people make their living by tilling the 
soil, which grows rice, wheat or millet. The big cities grew up 
because emperors and kings found they were convenient places 
in which to build their palaces as they could be well fortified; 
and as the kinge lived there with their courts, men collected 
around them, that the people of the court might buy their goods 
and that they might be protected against robbers or the raids of 
enemies, Other cities grew up in spots which were ‘held sacred 
as sometimes in Europe towns grew more quickly where there 
was a famous cathedral or abbey. So that the largest towns, 
except the few ports, were generally at one time ecither the 
capital of a kingdom, or places to which people went on pilgrim- 
ages or strong fortresses. 


There are not many manufactures in India, and so you can 
travel immense distances without seeing a large city, and in other 
places where in ancient times great cities have stood are the 
ruins of buildings that were once magnificent.

man died his body was burned

pyre. This was supposed to bring some great good to the hus- 
band in the life to come and so the widows were often forced 
to do this by the dead man's kinsfolk. This, however, is never 
done now as it has been stopped by the British.

one which most works against 


citizen, is what is called ‘‘caste."’

In ancient times there were 


four divisions, each of which kept separate from the others and 
married wives who belonged to their own-division or particular 
caste: and the children were of the parents’ caste. The priests 


and teachers belonged to one 


caste called Brahmins: and the 


soldiers to another. These, and also the third caste were parts 
of a race which conquered most of India; but the fourth caste 
were considered as base born, because they belonged to the 
conquered peoples; and the conquerors believed that ‘they were 
not only superior in this world, but would be superior also in 


the next life. 


Among themselves they supposed the Brahmins 


were superior to all others and the warriors to the third caste. 
If a man broke certain laws, even if he were not to blame, he 
was degraded from his own caste and became no better than 
one of the base born: therefore it was held to be a terrible thing 


to lose caste, 


A Great Number of Divisions 


In time each of these great castes broke up into a number 
of smaller castes, which are just as particular about not marrying 
into other castes, High caste people will not touch food cooked 
by low caste people; and if people eat certain kinds of food; if 
they cross the sea or do many other things which seem to us 
not to matter at all, they lose their caste, and can only save 
themselves by suffering certain punishments. There is nothing 
the Hindoo fears as much as doing anything which will cause 
him to lose caste and there has often been trouble because 
Europeans, not realizing how important this is to them, have 
made mules for soldiers or given orders to servants againts the 


caste rules, 


; There are also sacred animals in India. The most sacred of 
all is the cow, and to kill or injure a cow is a terrible sin in the 
eyes of a Hindoo. But on the other hand the Mussulmans think 


it a sin to hold animals sacred o

SAFETY ON THE PRAIRIES 


A Nebraska paper speaks of 
people getting lost on the prairie 
in this country in the winter time, 
and suffering from exposure to 
the cold, as though that were a 
fate unavoidable by the dwellers 
in Western Canada. In the prai- 
rie States, on the other side of 
the international line it is true, in- 
deed, that raging blizzards origi- 
nate in midwinter as suddenly as 
cyclones do in midsummer, and 
cause disasters unavoidable by 
even the most careful. But in 
Western Canada, common, ordi- 
nary precautions will ensure safe- 
Of course, at night a newly 
settled prairie region offers no 
land mark for the unwary tender- 
foot who is attempting to make 
a shortcut home. If it is a sum- 
mer nighgt, the wayfarer who gets 
lost suffers no serious misadven- 
ture; but to get lost on the prai- 
rie on a winter night may be a ser- 
ious matter. As fast as the coun- 


try fills with settlers, danger of 
this kind to the inexperienced is 
minimized by the frequency of 
buildings and fences, The lesson 
for new settlers to learn is to 


stick to the beaten trail at night, 
or make sure of reaching shelter 
before dark. The winters of 
Western Canada are enjoyable 
and healthful, and there are 
plenty of men who have spent 
twenty years and more on the 
prairie without suffering even a 
frost bitten ear; but our winter 
weather is sometimes such as_ to 
be neither enjoyable nor health- 
ful to the’ wayfarer lost in a vast 
expanse of plain at night. A little 
common prudence, a little rea- 
sonable forethought, would ob- 
viate the unnecessary discomfort 
or suffering for which inexperi- 
ence and recklessness are occa- 
sionally accountable,

6U miles, that the acreage to be served 
was 691,000 acres, but of which only 
146,665 acres hau been broken up, that 
from this area a wtal of 3,125,000 
bushels of all grains had been raised, 
which, it had been estimated, would 
give @ freight revenue of rourniy 
$430,000. This was not mentioning 
revenue ‘rom livestock sh.,ments, in- 
cofning freight or passenger traffic, 

The cost of team haulage for these 
farmers, Mr. Mitchell said, had been 
$409,000, and of this it had been esli- 
mated that at least $250,000 would 
have been saved had the proposed line 
been in existence, One farmer alone 
had paid $1,025 haulage on the grain 
trom one half section for 13 miles, 

The farmers, (said Mr, Mitchell, 
were unanimous on one point, that the 
railway should be constructed this 


year, and that it should be comple ed, 


with uo gap left, 

Mr. Mitchell thanked Mr. Coleman 
for arranging the meeting with the 
farmers, and said they appreciated It,

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Whalers to Stay South 

The whaling fleets of the Conseli- 
dated Whaling Company with offices in 
Victoria and Seattle, will not be sent 
north this season, owing to the present 
tendency in the oil situation through- 
out the American continent, accord- 
ing to a statement today by C. La Mar- 
quand, local manager. “We don't 
think that the whalers are going out 
thie year on account of the low price 
of oil,” he said. 


Killed by Negro 

Mrs. Joseph Chernook, 35 years of 
age, was murdered recently in her 
home on Old Gate Lane, Milford, Conn. 
by an unidentified man believed to be 
a negro. Police, firemen and neigh- 
bors quickly gathered and it is believed 
they have surrounded the murderer in 
a weed patch, 


Sugar Prices Slip 

Arbuckle Bros., of New York, last 
week quoted fine granulated sugar at 
seven cents per pound, a reduction of 
Y-cent. The Federal Sugar Refining 
Company announced a further reduc- 
tion of 15 points, bringing the price | 
down to 6.85 cents a pound, the low- 
est figure reached in over two years. 
Sugar is retailing in New York at from 
eight to ten cents per pound. 


Mad Dog Scare Impetus to Runner 

George Dudley was recently com- 
peting in a walking race at Fleet, 
Hampshire, England, when an un- 
muzzled dog rushed out of a doorway 
and bit him. Rabies being prevalent 
inthe district, Dudley increased his 
speed and reached an army ambulance 
depot which happened to be exactly 
opposite the winning post. Dudley 
had the bite attended to and afterwards 
discovered that he had won the race 
with 100 yards to spare. 


Died Standing Up 

The dead body of Charles Edwards, 
a returned soldier was found leaning 
against the wall of the Windsor Sta- 
tion, Montreal, recently, and was dis- 
covered when a passerby touched it 
and it fell to the ground. 


Minister Dies 

Rev. John Semmens, pioneer Metho- 
dist minister aged 72, died in Winni- 
peg recently. For many years he had 
sharge of the missionary stations of 
hie denomination at Norway House and 
other isolated posts in Northern Mani- 
toba. 


Buffalo For Alberta 

In a list of suggestions to the Cal- 
gary Board of Trade, S, G. Freeze, a 
prominent merchant, urges that part 
of the Wainwright buffalo herd be 
brought to the Sarcee Indian Reserve 
which adjoins the city and which fur- 
nishes thousands of acres of ideal 
range, 


Legalize Out of Wedlock Births 

In the Legislature, in Toronto, last 
week, General Raney introduced a bill 
providing that if the parents of any 
child heretofore or hereafter born out 
of lawful wedlock, have heretofore 
married or hereafter intermarried, such 
child shall for all purposes be deemed 
to be and have legitimate status from 
the time of birth, 


Rum Prosecutions Postponed 

Plane of the Saskatchewan Liquor 
Commission to prosecute local export 
companies and individuals, have been 
badly upset by the mysterious disap- 
pearance of William Craig, employed 
as a “spotter by prohibition enforce- 
ment officers, Before vanishing, Craig 
is found to have consumed a bottle of 
evidence. Another enforcement agent 
testified that he and four officers had 
opened a bottle of seized liquor ‘‘just 
to taste it.” Questioned as to the 
whereabouts of Craig, one man declor- 
ed “By this time he’s probably strum- 
ming a ukulele on the beach at Wai- 


kiki.” 


Meeting of Unemployed 

A mass meeting of some 300 unem- 
ployed in Calgary recently passed a 
resolution favoring the opening of 
trade with Soviet Russia as a means of 
providing industrial development and 
solving the unemployed problem. For 
temporary purposes, the meeting de- 
cided upon a delegation to the city hall 
to ask that public works be stanJed for 
the relief of the unempleyed. 


Newspaper Makes Attack 

Newspapers in Montreal are publish- 
ing statistics showing the huge profits 
landlords are making by raising rents, 
to ask that public works be started for 
knowing full well that if their present 
tenants cannot afford to stay, there are 
many people who, owing to the house 
shortage are only too glad to obtain a 
home at any price. A prominent Mon- 
treal newspaper gives a long list of 
cases where landlords have raised rents 
from below $50 per tenant to over 
$100. Attempts made to form ten- 
ants’ associations have not got very far 
because the money required to 
struct houses is not forthcoming.

Disapprove Lifting Embargo 

The Royal Agricultural Society have 
refused to attend the National Confer- 
ence to be held in Londen, on the ques- 
tion of the embargo om Canadian cat- 
tle and deprecate the preposal to with- 
draw the restriction. 


Prohibit German Film 

Following an impassioned appeal by 
a returned soldier, the Board of Cen- 
trol in Toronto, decided to ask the po- 
lice commission to prohibit the show- 
ing of a German film in a local theater. 


Next Lieutenant-Governor 

An appointment to the Lieutenant- 
Governorship of Saskatchewan is not 
likely to be made for a few weeks. It 
is understood that Mr. Justice Newlands 
who is wintering in the West Indies, 
will stop off at Ottawa on his way back 
to Regina, and it is said he will be ap- 
pointed if matters relating to his judi- 
cial pension are adjusted to his satis- 
faction, 

There is a precedent in the 
case of the present Minister of Justice, 
for a retired judge to draw two sala- 
ties. In the case of Sir Charles Fitz- 
patrick, who resigned as Chief Justice 
to become Lieutenant-Governor of Que- 
bec, the judicial pension was waived 
during his tenure of office. After his 
term is complete it will be available 
again for the rest of his life. 


Stop Dependents” Money 

The Soldier Settlement Board has de- 
cided to discontinue the payment of 
subsistence allowance to dependents of 
returned soldiers taking a course of 
training to qualify for a loan under the 
Soldier Settlement Act. 


Ford Loses 

The recount of ballots in the Michi- 
gan State Election of 1918 finished re- 
cently by the Senate elections commit- 
tee left Senator Newberry, Republican, 
with a plurality of 4,334 over Henry 
Ford. Mr Ford made a net gain of 
3,232 votes by the recount, but Sena- 
tor Newberry’s original plurality was 
7,566. 


Milch Cows in Alberta 
Tuberculin Infected 

The Government tuberculin tests on 
cattle in the Calgary district are bring- 
ing out the startling fact that from 20 
to 50 per cent. of southern Alberta's 
best herds of milch cows react positive- 
ly to the tuberculin tests. This was 
the statement made by officials of the 
Milk Distributors’ Association. 
Half Billion Necessary 

Nearly half a billion dollars will be 
required to complete the U. S. naval 
building program embarked upon in 
1916 the House appropriations com- 
mittee estimate in reporting the annual 
naval appropriations bill for the year 
1922. The committee says that while 
the total cost of completing the pro- 
gram was originally planned to be com- 
pleted for $544,700,000; increased cost 
of materials and labor probaly would 
increase the total cost to $972,931,000 
of which $538,270,000 has been ap- 
propriated. The 1916 program author- 
ized 156 ships. Many of these have 
been completed but 17 battleships and 
battle cruisers and a number of auxi- 
liaries still are under construction. 


To Build Flying Boat Base 

The Dominion Government is inter- 
ested in constructing a flying boat base 
in the Peace River Country and for this 
purpose Captain “Nick” Carter recent- 
ly employed in connection with forest 
patrol work, is in the district lobking 
over the ground. Three flying boats 
will be used to supply a speedy route 
to the new oil fields all under the direc- 
tion of the Federal Government. 


City Employees Asking Wage Increases 

The first attempt to secure an_ in- 
crease in wages on the part of the civic 
employees of Calgary, met with failure, 
for the city fathers who have pledged 
an economic administration could not 


see their way clear to approve any in- 
creases at the present time. 


Asphyxiates Himself 

The body of Professor Thomas Lynn 
Bradford was found in his room in De- 
troit last week, with the gas turned on. 
Nearby were several typewritten sheets 
on the subject “Can the dead com- 
municate with the living?” 

It is thought that the professor gave 
his life after entering into a pact that 
if successful it would solve the riddle 
of existence after the grave. It is 
stated that somewhere in Detroit there

Harry Avery, formerly station agent 
for the Grand Trunk Pacific at Lou- 
vain, Sask., was committed for trial 
when he appeared before J, C. Mac- 
Eachen, in the Provincial Police Court 
last week, on two charges of theft by 
conversion, One charge was of the 
theft of $562.27 from the railway, and 
the other of $607.41 from the Cana- 
dian Express Company at Louvain, 
The arrest of Avery was effected at hie 
rooms over the old Trading Company 
building, Regina, by R, P. Lawless, 
special investigator for the railway 
company, in co-operation with the Re- 
gina city police,

Plot to Dynamite Scotland Yard 

It is reported that secret service ag- 
ents discovered a plot to blow up Old 
Scotland Yard in London, which is be- 
ing used as a recruiting depot for the 
Royal Irish Constabulary. The news- 
papers state that the plan was for the 
conspirators to pose as recruits and 
leave their overcoats in which power- 
ful time bombs were to be concealed in 
the building, but according to the re- 
port the courage of the plotters failed 
at the last minute, 


Beg Food For Families 

Many cities and towns in the Domin- 
ion have failed to take advantage of 
the Federal Government's offer to bear 
one-third of the cost of relief for des- 
titute families, In this connection 
there has come heart-rending state- 
ments of the conditions of affairs in 
Brokville, Ontario. The statement 
describes conditions which compare 
with those in war swept Ukrania and 
Armenia, of children garbed in blan- 
kets and wearing bags about their legs 
and feet; women forced to dress in tht 
remnants of their husband's clothes in 
order to keep warm, and men begging 
with tears in their eyes for food for 
themselves and families. 


Skeleton Discovered at Winnipeg 

A skeleton unearthed by workmen 
from a bed of gravel four miles east of 
Transcona, may be that of Thomas 
Scott, who was shot by order of Louis 
Riel, in 1870, in the opinion of some 
local historians. An attempt to es- 
tablish the facts of the matter will be 
made shortly by a committee of Or- 
angemen. The Pwpition of the skele- 
ton indicated rough and hasty burial. 
The body of Scott was never recover- 
ed and there has been much uncertain- 
ty as to its disposal by those respons- 
ible for his death.

Indian Natives Hold Duke Sacred 

M. M. Ghandi, the Indian leader has 
addressed a letter to the Duke of Con- 
naught, who is in India, to inaugurate 
reform legislation. He explains that 
the recent call for a boycott of all func- 
tions connected with the Duke's visit 
is against the system and not against 
the Duke. 

The letter said that the non-co-oper- 
ators with the Government held the 
person of the Duke sacred, but that 
they sought to destroy the system by 
which “O'Dyerism and Dyerism" had 
resulted in a wanton affront to Islam.

All these ship- 
ments were refused by the express 
company.

Smaller Farms and More Science 

“Scientific farming on a small scale 
would bring bigger profits to the weat- 
ern farmer and quicker development 
for the country,” declared C. S, Noble, 
of Nobleford, Sask., largest individual 
farmer for the west, in an interview 
recently. 

“Farmers in the west have cultivat- 
ed large areas simply because land was 
cheap. But we must get away from 
the idea of so many acres and-turn at- 
tention to the number of bushels per 
acre, to get the best results,” he said. 
“Under present labor conditions the 
man who extensively cultivates a half 
section will make greater gains than 
the large farmer. A big population of 
small scale. farmers, who are person- 
ally interested in the land, will bring 
prosperity to the prairies," 

Mr. Noble has 33,000 acres under 
cultivation and has been a successful 
large scale farmer from the start. ‘“‘It 
takes many years to develop a large 
farm to a profit basis of operation," 


he said.

Faction in Ireland Against Crime 
The Sunday Telegram, owned by 


Horatio Bottomley, editor of John 
Bull, now asserts the existence of a 
third party in Ireland ‘‘concerning it- 
self with executing justice, according 
to its own view of any persons who 
commit alleged crimes and escape pun- 
ishment."" The newspaper states that 
the party is styled “the middle party" 
and that it frequently meets. Its 
headquarters is in North Wall where 
there are conferences with military 
officers of high standing. The names 
of either Sinn Feiners or Government 
forces charged with murder are pro- 
duced and judged. If persons so nam- 
ed are found guilty, sentence is pro- 
nounced and the victims soon after are 
found dead. 

The correspondent says the party 
has ramifications in the provinces and 
is composed mainly of middle class 
business men. He cited instances of 
execution by the party but withholds 
names. 


To Stop Excessive Rentals in Quebec 
The bill to restrain landlords from 

charging excessive rentals in Quebec 

will come up for first reading shortly. 

The bill provides that not more than 
twenty per cent. increase on present 
rentals can be charged by any land- 
lord, and that if any tenant has made 
any contract or lease to pay a rental 
showing a greater increase such con- 
tract will be considered null and void 
and should he have paid anything in 
advance, he can recover the same 
through the courts. 

In order to encourage new building 
tthe bill provides that the rent on such 
premises shall be fixed so as to allow 
a return of 15 per cent. gross on the 
cost of the land and building, the value 
to be ascertained by the city assessor. 


Hanna Will Enforce Edict 

It is understood that President Hanna 
and the directorate of the Canadian 
National Railways will not accept the 
finding of the majority of the concilia- 
tion board. They will insist upon rail- 
way employees keeping out of politics

Shorthorns Best Milkers 

Hon. Duncan Marshall, Minister of 
Agriculture for Alberta, addressing the 
annual meeting of the Dual Purpose 
Shorthorn Club in Toronto recently, 
stated that “ninety per cent. of the 
milk and cream supplied to the city 
trade in Alberta, and ninety per cent. 
of the raw material for cheese and 
butter are produced by milking short- 
horns.” 

Hon. Mr. Marshall said that if the 
dual purpose shorthorn was to make 
headway more care must be taken in 
breeding and selection, particularly in 
bulls. 

George E. Day, secretary of the Do- 
minion Shorthorn Breeders’ Association 
said that from 25 to 30 per cent. of the 
inquiries he received from respective 
buyers in the west related to milking 
shorthorns, and that in the west it ran 
as high as 50 per cent. 


To Break Up Soviet 

An article has been recently printed 
by Nickolai Lenine, the Russian Bol- 
sheviki premier, declaring that the 
fight between the labor unions and fhe 
soviets for supremacy will break up the” 
whole Bolsheviléi state system, unless a 
settlement is soon reached. The article 
declares that the majority of the Rus- 
sian Laborites are too selfish. ‘They 
are out for material benefit to them- 
selves, at the expense of the general 
welfare of the Communist state," it 
says. 


Teachers’ Convention Slated 
For Toronto 

Preliminary arrangements have been 
completed for the second Imperial Con- 
ference of Teachers’ Associations, 
which will be held in Toronto, August 
10 to 13 of this year. 

At the meeting of the conference in 
London, in 1914, an invitation was ex- 
tended to the conference by the Minis- 
ter of Education for Ontraio, on behalf 
of the province, to hold its next session 
in Toronto, in 1915, The war inter- 
vened and it is now impossible to carry 
out the arrangements which were then 
planned.
